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Detailed Action 

In response to the Amendment of 10/7/03 the exanniner withdraws the prior office action 
rejections and includes a new one here over newly cited art. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Miyake et 
al. (5.503,950) in view of Grenon et al. (6,165,649). 

The claimed invention is directed to a method for mitigating multilayer defects on a 
reticle for use in an EUVL system comprising taking a reticle which includes a substrate with a 
thin film coating that has a defect, and then changing the thickness of the thin film coating in the 
vicinity of the defect. 

Miyake et ai. teach a method of manufacturing a reflection type mask, comprising the 
steps of: providing a reflection region by forming a multilayered film on a base, said multilayered 
film including repetition of a set of layers of different materials with a film thickness period; and 
locally irradiating the multilayered film with an energy beam to provide in the multilayered film a 
portion having a changed film thickness period such that the film thickness period changes with 
location in the reflection region and a portion having a decreased reflectivity. 

And wherein the energy beam comprises an ion beam . 

The teachings of iVliyake et al. differ from those of the applicant in that the applicant 
teaches the method of changing the thickness of the thin film coating in the vicinity of a defect 
for correcting the defect. 
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Grenon et al. teach a method of repairing a mask, the method comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a masl< having a defect; 

(b) shining a beam on said masl< to remove a thin portion of said defect, the defect being 
a thin layer extending approximately parallel to said approximately planar surface. 

(c) providing a second removal step to remove remaining portions of said defect. 
And wherein said shining step (b) comprises the step of shining a focused ion beam, 

which is shined in patterns on said defect to provide said thin portion of said defect taking into 
account variation in thickness of said defect. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to take the teachings of 
Miyake et al and combine them with the teachings of Grenon et al. in order to make the claimed 
invention because it would be obvious to one from the method of Grenon et al. to use the 
method of Miyake et al. to remove a defect, because the methods are similar and the defect is 
in the layers which are being removed anyway. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to clainns 1-21 have been considered but are 
nnoot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
